When you have lived 
under the same roof for over a year, 
learned the peculiarities, the little 
mannerisms and gestures, that you 
will ever associate with him, it’s 
doubly hard.

mind. Thursday, the day before he 


died, he called for me, Upon enter- 
ing the room and taking a place at 
his bedside he grasped my hand, call- 
ing my name. The words he wanted 
to say would not come, try as he 
would, and finally, exhausted, seem- 
ingly, he turned aside. Thinking he 
was sleeping, | slipped away toward 
the door, but before I had reacRed 
it he called my name again. Answer- 
ing, he muttered a painful “All 
right,” as though he appreciated my 
presence. Those were the last words 
| heard ‘‘Jo’’ utter,

A gear pump in the bot- 
tom of the oil pan raises the 
oil to the yvalye chamber 
reservoir.

This system is so effective 
that the five-quart contents 
of the oil pan pass through 
the pump fvice in every 
mile when you are traveling 
at only 30 miles an hour. 
Yet there is only one 
movable part — the 
oi] pump.

HISTORY OF NEW HOPE 
COMMUNITY 


The history of New Hope commu- 
nity dates back about 150 year , to 
the time when Mr. Shiver, Mr. lyess 
and Mr. Busby came from Georgia 
and settled here, 

Mr. Busby came from Georgia in 
the year 1810. He fished and hunt- 
ed for a living He stayed here until 
the year 1865. Then he moved at 


the ave of 99, 


The first school house that we have 
any record of was built on the bank 
Pou River, about 1% mile from 
where New Hope school house now 
tunds, It wa first a church, and 
hen the people began to uge it for 


a school. It was only a small one- 
room house made of logs chinked with 
jmud. There was only one small win- 
low, und the pupils had to sit on 
large wooden benches made by split- 
j ting a log, and sitting on one part, 


| 
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while the other part was used to lean 
against, ‘Thus you see the conditions 
under whieh our older citizens and 
our first pastor, J. J. Maken, labored, 

The people soon got tired of the 
school’s location and it was moved 
over on Mr. Levi Johnson's place, 
about a mile from the present loca- 
tion, School was not taught over 
there long before they began teach- 
ing in a small church that had been 
built here; and’ because the people 
who had withdrawn from Union 
Church to form this one, had new 
hopes, they called this chureh New 
Hope .Thus our chureh, school and 
community obtained their name, 

This teaching in the church did not 
suit the majority of the people. They 
decided to build a new school house. 
A new one was built, but it was only 
# small one-room building, built on 
the banks of the road of our present 
campus, 

This building was not large enough 
for the pupils. They had inereased 
from ten and fifteen to fifty ana 
more. The trustees met and decided 
to build a new school house, When 
the plans were made they were for 
two rooms, so they began to use two 
teachers. 


Some of the first teachers were: 
Mr. Willis, Mr. Harold, Mr. Keaton, 
Mertice Wise, Marion Folsom, and 
Jim Kagerton. Some of the trustees 
then were: Jim HEagerton, Gus Shi- 
ver, Lon Williams, Jim and Joe Dis- 
muke, Some of these are still trus- 
tees, but of course, new ones have 
been added. 

In a few years after the new house 
was built, it was necessary to build 


another room, Another one was 
built, completing our present build- 
ing. 


Some of the teachers from then un- 
til a few years ago were: Alba and 
Winnie Folsom, Ethel Metcalf, Dessie 
Mae Catenhead, Jessic Eagerton, Lu- 
ra Caldwell, Ruth King, Mrs, White 
and De Lella Teal. 

Three years ago Hunice Day, now 
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Mrs, J. C, Lewis, became principal, 
She served as such for three years, 
During these three years the others 
were: Mildred Pickens, Dewey Mae 
Teal, Gennie Baxter, Avis Grantham, 
Mrancis Hutchison, Beth Arwood, Ma- 
vis Skinner, Foy Lamb, Jedie Rowe 
and Nealon Rainey, who is now Mrs.
